A communique from 
‘Gen, Auchinteck dated June 
1, 1942, annoutoed that 
the Afrika Corps bad at- 
tacked on May 26, first 2s-

From May 2B to May 30 
there had been heavy fight- 
Ing over ao do = aren 
stretching from Acroma to 
the north to Bir Hakeim 
40 miles to the south, and 
from El Adem to our mine- 
folds 30 miles to the west- 
ward. i 


These minefields had 
been breached In two places 
—on the generat Itme of 
Trigh Capuxsto and at a 
point ten miles south of 
this. On May 31 the enemy 
had withdrawn. 


N order to renew his 
q strength for a further 
effort it was essential 
for Rommel to hold the 
bridgehead which covered 
the two gaps he had made 
in our minefield. So long as 
Bir Hakeim, strongly de- 
fended bythe 1st Free 
French Brigade . against 
constant land and air at- 
tack, held firm, only 
through those gaps could 
he be sure of. the arrival of 
his supply convoys. 


_ During the first week of 
June the battle was therefore 
focused on these two points, 
Bir Halkeim and the bridge- 
hend. Within that bridgehead 
was the 150th Brigade of the 
60th Division. Rommel was In 
dire need of supplies and 
‘water. If the whole battle were 
not to be lost he must elimi 
nate the brigade so that his 
convoys might . It, was 
set upon and estroyed on 
June 1, This is Rommel's ac- 
count in his own words: 


Yard by yard the German-

Soon the enemy armour sal- 
Ned from the bridgehead and 
renewed Its attacks, The Fre 
Fiench were evacuated from 
Bir Hakeim after a very fine 
defence, and the next phase of 
the battle began, but in worse 
circumstances than the first, 
nor could the whole-hearted 
efforts of the Royal Air Force 
prevent the collapse that fol- 
lowed.

Fierce Battle 


With replenished forces and

ond the remaining brigades of 
the 50th Division, still in their 
original positions, were in dan- 
ger of being cut off. 


Throughout June 12 and 13 
a flerce battle was fought for 
possession of the ridges that 
lle between El Adem and 
Knightsbridge, This was the 
culmination of the tank bat- 
tle; at its close the enemy were 
masters of the field, and our 
own armour gravely reduced. 
Knightsbridge, : the: focus of 
communications in that nelgh- 
bourhood, had to be evacuated, 
after a stubborn defence by 
the Guards Brigade, supported 
by the 2nd Regiment of Royal 
Horse Artillery. Only by im-. 
mediate withdrawal were the 
Ist South African and 50th 
Divisions saved from destruc- 
tion; they ‘accomplished it suc- 
cessfully, thanks in no small 
degree to the protection given 
overhead by the Royal Air 
Force.

Better On Paper 


On this we rested with con- 
fidenco based upon tho ex- 
perience of the previous year.
